The Senate and the most im- 
portant offices have long been full of such 
sinister complications, and the re- 
sult has been enormous fortunes ac- 
quired through political influence at 
the expense of the public welfare, and the 
encouragement ofa deplorable laxity in 
public sentiment and in our public life. 
We expected the new Administration to 
turn over a new leaf and setup a new 
standard in such matters. Its opportunity 
has come if it is ever going to begin, and 
when it does begin there will be great 
commotion in political circles until it 
stops. A blow at GARLAND will hurt many 
a political magnate.

Counsel for Fox Presents His Case and City 
Counselor Bell Speaks for Alt—The Court 
Takes the Case Under Advisement— The 
House Will Await the Court’s Decision. 


The quo warranto proceeding instituted in 


the name of the state at the relation of the 


circuit attorney and Ed P. Fox against Henry 
Alt, relative to the speakership of the house 
of delegates, was brought before Judge 
Thayer this morning in court No. 5. The 
city counselor, in behalf of Mr. Alt, filed a re- 
turn or answer to the writ, and the argument 
was upon a demurrer to the return which W. 
B. Thompson and Given Campbell , counsel for 
Mr. Fox, filed this morning, The court-room 
was well filled with members of the municipal 
assembly, and there was a fair sprinkling of 
politicians, great interest being manifested in 
the argument. 
THE ANSWER 

set forth that Mr. Alt held the office of speaker 
of the house by virtue of his election to that 
office the night of January 29, by the votes of 
fifteen members of the house, a legally consti- 
tuted majority. It was denied that Mr. Fox 


was elected for any definite term, but it was 
averred that he held the office at the will and 
pleasure of the house, and that he had been 
removed from the office by a majority of the 
members in a legal manner. 
THE DEMURRER 
to the answer set forth that the return and 
the matters therein stated did not show any 
legal right to the office and the matters stated 
in the return did not constitute any legal right 
or defense to the writ. 
MR. GIVEN CAMPBELL, 

addressing the court, said that the return 
should have shown that Mr. Fox had been 
lawfully removed and it should have shown 
that Mr, Alt was lawfully elected. It did not 
comply with the law's requirements. The 
issue was not whether Mr. Fox 
was entitled to be put back in 
the speaker’s chair, but whether 

E. was lawfully entitled to hold that 
chair. Mr. Fox as speaker, had declared the 
house adjourned the night of January 29, but 
fourteen members chose to remain in the 
chamber, and one more member putin an ap- 

earance later. The city charter did not con- 
er the authority to remove the 
speaker. Chairman of legislative bodies 
could only be removed at a meeting called for 
that purpose, after charges had been preferred 

ainst the chair and an opportunity had been 
given the accused to be heard. Mr. Alt should 
show that Mr. Fox had been removed at a 
meeting of the house called for that purpose 
charges duly preferred.

the members. No term of office was defined in 
the charter relating to the speakership of 
the house of delegates. The power to appoint 
was vested in the house, and the power to re- 
move was vested in the same 3 Any time 
that a majority of the house felt like removing 
the speaker he could be removed. The iden- 
tical question was presented in the 
case of Boland against the Police Board. 
The court in that case decided 
that the board had the full power to remove 
its vice-president at its will, and it was not 
forthe courtto inquire whether the action 
was wise or unwise. The Denison case, in- 
volving the removal of a police-justice, pre- 
sented similar features. he framers of the 
charter intended that house the should retain 
its right to remove its officers. It was not 
provided that any ceremony should be ob- 
served in the matter. Mr. Fox had been re- 
moved in alawfui manner. The motion to ad- 
ourn the house was lost, but ex-Chairman 

ox, of his own motion, had declared it ad-

t was a nullity as far as the house was con- 


cerned. 
MR. W. B. THOMPSON 
contended that the law of the state conferred 
a franchise upon the chairmanof a legislative 
ody.

There was no rule authorizing the members of 
the house of delegates to act in a summary 
manner in removing the speaker. 

Numerous authorities were quoted and Judge 
Thayer took the matter under advisemen%. 
He will probably render a decision to-morrow 
or Monday. 

WILL WAIT FOR THE COURT. 
Nearly every membec of the house of dele- 
tes was present during the arguments, and 

when the judge announced that he would take 
the matter under advisement a procession was 
taken up towards thecity hall. It appeared 
to be the opinion of the delegates 
that the judge would announce his decision to- 
day in order to forestall any unwise action 
that may be taken to- night. 1 sincerel 
hope, said Mr. Fox, that the decision will 
be announced before evening, as that would 
be the happiest way of settling the matter.’’ 

How about the statement that you would 
use a revolver to-night if necessary?’’ 

„Absurd; nothing in it. Never said any- 
thing ofthe kind. If Iwere going to use a re- 
volver I shouldn't be in court. 
No, Sir, shall insist on this 
thing being settled quietly and peace- 
ably.

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SNOW AND WIND, | 


GREAT DAMAGE AND SUFFERING BY THE 
STORM IN THE EAST. 


A Twenty-Nine-Mile and Intensely Cold Gale 
«Horrible Suffering of the Crew of the 
Schooner Mary A. Killen—A Timely Rescue 
—Sailing Craft in Danger—Great Suffering 
of Cattle on the Range in Texas. 


Boston, Mass., February 5.—The prevailing 
storm is very severe in the bay and along the 
coast, probably more severe that either of the 
great gales of last month. In Boston, severe 
cold anda twenty-nine mile gale have pre- 
vailed since Wednesday morning, accom- 
panied by a light snow fall, but outside, all 
these elements of discomfort have been greatly 
intensified. The three-masted schooner Mary 
A. Killen of Thomaston, Maine, with $40,000 
worth of sugar from Havana, took the gale 
early Wednesday evening, in the middle of the 
bay and went ashore on third cliff beach at 
Scituate, at 11:30 p. m. Captain Killen, tells a 
horrible story of the sufferings of himself and 
men. He says: „The blinding snow 
enveloped us as a pall and we 
were soon at the meroy of 
the elements. The sea was running moun- 
tains high and continually swept over the ves- 
sel, rendering it extremely hazardous for us 
to work her and making our positions danger- 
ous. Toadd to the dangers of our perilous 
situation, flying spray froze to the rigging as 
fast as it fell. The upper rigging was a mass 
of ice, making it impossible for the crew to 
work the ship. The water also froze to the 
clothing of the crew and prevented them from 
moving about with effectiveness. The men 
suffered severply from cold and several were 
frost bitten. We finally lost contro] of the 
vessel and knew that we were drifting on toa 
lee shore, but were rendered powerless to 
help ourselves. Suddenly we heard the break- 
ers leeward, and almost at the same time, 

THE VESSEL 8TRUCK. 

Each sea lifted her and she kept thumping 
uponthe bottom. It seemed as though she 
would pound her bottom out. All this time 
the heuvy seas were breaking over her,threat- 
euing to rend her asunder. As soon s We 
could we fired the signal gun, and in a miracu- 


lously short time the answering beacon of the 
life saving crew gladdened our eyes.’’ 

Capt. Stanley's life saving crew, which had 
already saved fifty-seven lives since New 
Lear 8s, dragged their mortar apparatus with 
great difficulty to the scene of the disaster and 
the line was several times ineffectually hurled 
toward the craft, but each time led of 
reaching the mark. After several attempts 
the line passed over the vessels into the seeth- 
ing billows beyond. 

The seamen seized the cord and quickly drew 
it aboard until the cable had been hauled in 
and securely fastened tothe mainmast. Then 
the real work of rescuing the sailors com- 
menced. The vessel str ed at 11:40 p. m., 
and at 1:30 a. m. the crew, numbering eight 
in all, had been taken off. The rescued sea- 
men were nearly dead from cold and exposure, 
and assoon as they were landed, immediate 
means were taken to resuscitate them. By 
the most strenuous efforts they were made 
comfortable and have now partially recovered 
from the effects of the terrible experience. 
They lose their all. Grave fears are enter- 
tained for the safety of numerous other ves- 
seis known to have been out in the snow- 
storm. 


Terrible Snow Storm in Texas. 

DENISON, TEX., February 5.—The recent 
storm that has prevailed throughout the 
southwest, has in some respects been the most 
severe of the season. Snow fell throughout 
north Texas, and it is expected that there will 
be much damage to vegetation and stock from 
the cold wave. The news from the Indian 
Territory indicates thatthe loss to cattle in 
the nation will be very disastrous in conse- 
quence ofthe storm that has recently swept 
over that section. A special from Red Fork, 
twelve miles south of Tulsa, the present 
terminus ofthe St. Louis and San Francisco 


railway, says: The heaviest fall of snow 
ever known in this country is now on the 

round; at least eighteen inches on the level. 
There is much suffering on the Frisco exten- 
sion, west of here, and the loss of stock on the 
range will be unprecedented if the snow lies 
on the ground two days longer, as feed and 
water are unobtainable. In many of the coy- 
ers in the timber breaks, where stock usually 
resort in a storm, the snow drifts are from ten 
to thirty feet deep. 

DEEP SNOW AND INTENSE COLD. 

A special from Chouteau, on the line of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas railway, in the 
Indian Territory, says: Snow has been fall- 
ing hard for the last twenty-four hours, with 
no signs of abatement. It is now about two 
feet deep with a heavy, cold, north wind 
blowing, The snow is drifted into places tive 
to eight feet deep and the already weak cattle 
will perish. It is the worst storm that has 
prevailed here for years.’ ’ 

The news from the Texas Panhandle is 
meager, but to the effect that snow has falle 
heavily throughout that entire region an 
that the cold is intense. The loss to the cattle 
interest, in thé present famished condition of 
the stock, will be unusually large.

COMMERCIAL CHAT. 


Butter Dealers on the War Path—The Crush- 
ers at Chicago—Notes. 

From present appearances it would seem 
that another war is about to break out amongst 
local butter dealers, in which will be repeated 
scenes similar to those which were looked 
upon with interest two years ago by tne dairy- 
men of the entire country. The butter 
dealers’ association has been resting upon its 


oars for months past in the blessed 
conviction that lardine, sueine, butterine and 
oleomargarine were things unknown in St. 
Louis and were peacefully unconscious of the 
enormous profits being scooped in by their 
competitors. Report r report was investi- 
in a rather superficial manner, 
ending in a bubble and this 
experience tended rather to confirm the con- 
viction than to upset it. The dealers are 
divided into two classes: Those allied with 
the association and who, hence, call them- 
selves reputable, and those who will notor 
cannot ally themselves with the association 
and who are hence dubbed disreputable by its 
members. It is to the latter class that all the 
blame is attached for the traffic in ‘‘bogus’’ 
butter and the nerve they display in efforts to 
work off their merchandise on the unsuspecting 
grocer is simply admirable. One dealer in 
particular is accredited with possessing a 
more than usual show of mngp meng f and the 
hightoned dealers say of him that he coolly 
offered to bet a retail grocer $1,000 that his but- 
ter was pure, and made matters worse by 
shoving the greenbacks directly in the face ow 
the grocer. A sample of this butter was after- 
ward procured analyzed by the official chemist 
and pronounced a specimen of excellently 
worked-up deodorized lard. Any little seru- 
les of conscience which the grocer might 
ve had were readily allayed by the glitter- 
ing prospeets of the large margin he could 
clear on the purchase. The stuff is put up in 
neat rolis, stampei with a pretty design, and 
wrapped in nice, white butter cloth. The 
rice to the wholesaler is 12 cents de- 
ivered, and he sells for 18 to the 
grocer, who easily parts with it at the 
advanced price of 30, making a total 
profit to the wholesaler and the retailer of 18 
cents per pound. It is this profit whtch is the 
sharpest thorn in the side of the straight deal- 
ers, who at last are — to foam at the 
mouth. The executive committee of the asso- 
ciation met to-day privately, to develope 
their new system of detection, which is 
claimed to be simply 138 in all its de- 
tails. The detectives have already snared 
in a few prominent offenders, 
whose names are somewhat familiar 
to the public and they are on the track of a 
few more. The members of the association 
feel a trifle discouraged because of the apathy 
of the public in the matter and they argue that 
they can not see the consistency of a law be- 
ing passed without the slightest effort being 
made to enforce it. Another general meeting 
of the association willbe called for an early 
date whenthe report of the executive com- 
mittee will be received and acted upon.

A REMONSTRANCE AGAINST THE FOREST 
PARK NURSERY. 


Nurserymen Objecting to Municipal Compe- 
titien—The Electric Elevated Passenger 
Railway Bill to Be Reported Favorably in 
the Council To-Night—Objecting to the Dog 
Pound—City Hall Notes. 


The nursery men of the city are up in arms 
against what they consider an improper at- 
tempt on the part of the city to enter into 
competition with them in their business by 
selling shade trees grown in the Forest park 
nursery to the general public. 4 
committee composed of Carew Sanders, 
Norman J. Colman and Chas. J. Bleeckert 
have drawn up a remonstrance which has been 
signed by the local nurserymen and will pre- 
gent it to the mayor. The remonstrance on the 
part of the nurserymen objects to the compe- 
tition of the city with them in the selling of 
shade trees from Forest park. It claims 
that the city by 80 doing de- 
prives the nurserymen, who are tax- 
payers and who have invested thousands of 
ollars in their business, of the means of sub- 
sistence and renders their property valueless. 
It is claimed that as the ground is of no ex- 
pense and the officials are salaried the cost of 
raising the trees at the park is atmost nothing, 
and that they are sold at from 
50 t0O 80 per cent below the 
regular price for such products, thereby pro- 
hibiting competition with the wey Ay! the nur- 
serymen. It is claimed also that the trees sold 
are not @ mere surplus over the needs of the 
city, because, according to the report of the 
park commissioners, 100,000 trees were 
grown while the of the 
city cannot be for more than 
5,000 or 10,000 at the outside, leaving at least 
90,000 trees to be sold, enough to supply the 
city for ten years. The nurserymen claim that 
the city has no right to enter into competition 
with citizens in any line of business, and if it 
has the right to do so with the nurserymen, 
it also has the right to compete 
with the butchers, shoemakers and other 
tradesmen. The attention of the mayor is 
Called to the fact that an ordinance permittin 
the growing and selling of trees in Fores 
pace was introduced in the municipal assem- 
ly, but was 1 rejected.

SORGHUM AND DIFFUSION. 


Second Day of the Sugar-Growers’ Conven- 
tion—Dr. Wiley’s Address. 

The second day’s session of the National 
sugar-growers’ convention was called to order 
at ll a. m. to-dayin the Polytechnic building. 
It was to have convened at 9 o’clock, but de- 
layea to witness some experiments in sugar- 
making that were being conducted at the 
office of the Rural orld. Committees 
on resolutions and nominations, etc., 


were appointed, after which business 
an address was delivered by Dr. Wiley on 
Recent improvements in the manufacture of 
sugar with especial reference to sorghum and 
cane. The doctor told of his recent trip to 
Europe in an official capacity. He spoke of his 
visits to the sugar kings of Europe. They 
had some feeling upon the granting of 
bounties by this country on exported sugar. 
The whole world seemed determined that 
England should have cheap sugar. She 
received about 150,000 tons per annum, and the 
doctor did not think the people of this country 
were anxious to refund export duty, or in 
other words, pay bounty to shippers for giving 
sugar to England. 

he first country of his examination was 
France. The sugar industry of France is con- 
fined to the northern part of the state, as the 
more southern part is too warm forthe good 
cultivation of beets. In the manufacturing 
district the juice of the beet is conveyed from 
the eee of its extraction to the sugar facto- 
ries by pipe line, which has been found to be 
the cheapest method of transportation. 

The doctor also visited the shops at Sanger- 
hausen, in Germany, devoted to the manu- 
facture of sugar machinery. There he saw ex- 
periments in cane-cutters, which were 
placed below the level of the ground and fed 
through oblique gutters to a horizontal 
disc. Gravity was the only feeding pow- 
er, an as the hoppers were 
oblique the slices of the cane were 
oblique, a great improvement over American 
cutters, which gave a flat cut. The speaker 
2 at length upon technical construction of 
the machines, ofthe history of experiments 
and ———— eS in Germany 
and by merchants of Java for the extraction of 
uice from cane chips by § diffusion. 

he machines seen by him enabled him to say 
that the question of cutting cane chips was 
solved. he doctor was provided with ample 
drawings of the machinery advised, which will 
be submitted to the commissioner in his regu- 
lar report. Also drawings of the cells used in 
the diffusion battery. 

From Germany he went to the Mediterra- 
nean coast of Spain, where the first factory in 
Europe for d?fifusion from cane was erected 
about a year ago: Here the percentage of 
sugar extracted was less than bythe experi- 
ments conducted at Ottawa, Kan. This was 
owing to the flat cutting of the chips, which 
allowed them to reunite in the batteries and 
resist or delay the diffusive liquids. This 
difficulty could be overcome by cuttin 
with a grooved knife. The doctor said tha 
cane was better calculated for diffusion by its 
natural cellular formation than beets were. 
The investigation also demonstrated that dif- 
fusion cells were perfect in their constraction 
and diffusion was a. success, and it only re- 
mained to convince the sugar growers of this 
country to secure its general introduction. 

The atment of the juices was a subject 
quite as important as diffusion. The juice from 
the diffusion cells is purified by carbonitizatien 
with lime and carbonic acid and a second 
saturation with sulphuric acid. There is also 
a great improvement in filtering and filte 
machinery as the professor discovered in his 
European study of the matter. 

The treatment of the juices after purification 
is no longer a question of experiment or dis- 
cussion except as regards new apparatus that 
may be devised for accelerating an accepted 
principle. 

TO THE SMALL WORKER

WARNING THE MILLERS. 


A Ciroular Objecting to the Drawback 
Clause in a Pending Congressional Bill. 

MILWAUKEE, WIS., February 5.—S. H. Sea- 
mans, secretary of the National millers’ as- 
sociation, has sent outa circular to the millers 
of the country, relative to a clause inserted in 
a bill introduced in the house of representa- 
tives February 1, by the Hon. Abram 8. Hew- 
itt of New York, which, the circular says, will 
prevent exporting millers from securing the 
rebate of duty on jute bags. Accompanying 
each circular, Mr. Seamans sends a note ad- 
vising the millers to send their circulars to the 
members of congress from their districts. The 
clause referred to reads as follows: ‘‘Draw- 
is intended to cover the whole 


of duty paid, and roof of 

landin abroad shall e tur- 

nished. hen the drawback is 

less than $100,000, the fee for consular certifi- 
cates shall not exceed 50 cents.’’ 

T his, says Mr. Seamans, reads very in- 
nocently, but the practical effects of it would 
be to kill the collection of drawback on flour 
bags. Proof of landing abroad, as understood 
in custom laws, must consist of the sworn 
declaration of the merchant to whom the mer- 
chandise is 8 as ajcertificate of tho 
master and mate of the exporting vessel, and 
the merchants, the master and the mate must 
all appear before the United States consul at 
the port of delivery. In the exportation 
of large quantities of four bags, made up of 
innumerable small shipments from various 
millers, variably consigned to the orders of 
the millers themselves, the cost of hunting up 
at the port of delivery every man to whom the 
flour can finally be delivered, and of then get- 
ting the master and mats , tha steamer to go 
around with such consign :33 ani execute in- 
numerabie certificates wou.a be found, the 
circular says, absolutely imprac*icabl, in the 
conduct of business, and millers are urged to 
notify their congressional representatives of 
the disastrous effect this would have upon 
the milling interests.’’

KNIGHTS TEMPLAR. 

The triennial conclave of the Knights Tem- 
plar, which meets atthe Exposition building 
on September 21, will be the largest thing in 
the way of a national meeting which has ever 
been held here.
